® long preſled therewith as a Cart is laden with Sheaves ; and, 
hath ſaid, Ah ! I will Eaſe me of mine Adverſaries , aud ve 
Avenged on mine Enemies : and hath brought thiz Day, and hour 
(as ye know) to Judge and try them ; and to ſhew how Odom * 
all :þis Abominable Profeſſion is in h#s Ggnht ; which hath made 
his Name to ſuffer, and his Truth to be abhorred in the World, 
And now , how they have turned (many of ther) and Do turn 
524 ſee, and have ſeen,and many of you Le born Teſtimony ; 
and hoW they have fallen at the Threſhold of the Door before 
their Day is (ina manner) entered ,' and have Vail'd thezr. . 
Glory, and laid their honour themſelves in the Duſt : Even 
before you whom they have Perſecuted, and abuſed, and ſet at 
Nought and Deſpiſed , whiſft ye have.ſtood (as many as have 
been faithful unto h;»-) through the Arm of the Lord ; the 
Mighty God of Facob, Ye have Undeiſtood. .

It bath long been by him Kept; he inuſt be Tormented, 
and that hzs Torment will be for Ever and Ever ; and that he 
will have No Place theh but hzs Own in the Lake that burneth - 
with Fire and Briawſtone, which is the ſecond Death. 

And this he knowes (as I have ſaid) and who it is that 1s 
come the ſecond Time withont $:z unto, Salvation ; To whom 
he ſaid in that Day of h# Fleſh ; Mow thee who thou art, 
Feſus the Son of God, «Art thou come to Torment Us before Our 
16? And wrought againſt him till they brought him: to the 
(rofſe, Where by Death he Overcame him who had the Power 
of Death, which is the Dewi/, and ſpoiled Principalities,- and 
Powers, and made ſhew of them Openly on hzs Croſs : Yet 
that time paſſed away (28 ys know) and an Apoſtacy there was 
from that fate which hwDiſciples were in-after his Reſarreftion, 
of. Which he foretold,as Did hs Apoſtlcs,and which So came to 
Paſs ; and which hath been Ever until now that Lyfe is roſe 
again in the Witneſſes, which lay ſlain in the great City which 
Speritualiy .is Called Sodom and Egypt , where.Our Lord was 

rucified ; and they ſtand_upon their feet, and the Kingdom, 
and the Dominion, and th Greatneſs of the Kingdomunder the 
whole Heaven,is Retwrmng unto the People of the Saints of the 
Moſt High , whoſe Kingdoms is an Everlaſting Kingdom , and all 
Domnions ſhall ſerve , and obey bim, to whom It 1s given. As 
Damel ſaw and ſpake of, and Fehz in the Revelations, that ſo it 
ſhould be, | | 

And, now, It beginmng to be ſo; and the t1me drawing 
nigh wherein zt ſhall be finiſhed ; He works , and will work 
what he can that he may not be taken out of the Way; and 
moves as,and where be hath Place, and as that which Letteth 
is taken out of the Way to Preſerve hx Kingdom ; ſtirring 
with the K:ngs of the Eatth ,- and the Great Men ; and the 
Mighty Men, and the Captains; and the Chief Counſellors, 
and in all Men both High and Low, and Rich and Poor in whom 
he is to draw them to Battel againſt the Grear Day of the Lord

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Horſes in five Linen , White and clean ; And againſt him that 
fits on the White Horſe that goes forth Conquering and to Con- 
quer ; Who hath on his Veſture,and on his Thigh a Name writ- 
ten, King of Kings, and Lord of Lords. - 
;. And as he works in the World, ſo he doth and will among 
Friends what he can where he 1s yet uncaſt out, and hath yet a 
Place, as he can work ; that he may keep a Place and Ration 
in them , and out of hs ſecret Places may appear to ſlay the 
Tanncent ; and to Keep that from King Which is Lord and 
Ring. | | 
Eo: , Whilſt Men have ſlept,the Envious One hath ſowed 
Tares even where the good Seed was ſown , Which have ſprung 
up with the Seed , and have hurt and choaked it in fome,and 
there he works, where yet there remains that undone away 
which was before convincement ; or that he can Deceive, or 
that he hath got advantage upon by the negligence of any, or 
. thefalling of ſuch into Tranſgreſſion, and there remaining ; and 
there he 7s makinghis Forts Night and Day ; - andfrengthning 
them that he may be able to withſtand hzs Appearance, who 
ſhall Deſtroy hizz with-the Br:ghtneſs of his coming ; and keep 
him under at leaſt as to the Particular of th and that Friend,

to go to Meetings with chem, and to be with them in rherr 
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Shops, and upon their occaſions as therr familiars. And then 
they will cry out and ſay ( that in them which hath. ſuffered 
whicwhath been check't by :h:s,and Oppreſt and bowed down 
all the Day long, which the other hath made Aerry over ; will 
ſo cry out) had it been an Exemy (an Eremy.without) that had 
done we this harm , I could have born it ; but it was not an 
Enemy that Reproached ze ; neither was it he that hated me 
that did Magnifie. h:»ſelf againſt me (will the Seed ſay) but it 
is thou , eA Man, Mie Equal, my Guide, and mine acquain- 
tance ; Ye took ſweet Councel together, and walked to the 
Houſe of God in Company ; ſaid David of Achitophel when he 
Joyned to Abſalom the Son of Davids Bowels, which roſe up 
againſt hims , and Expelled him Jeruſalem. Let Death ſeize 
upon thens (ſaid he) and let them go down quick into Hell, for 
Wickgdneſs is in their Dwellings, and Amongſt them; Yea, . 
»int Own familiar Friend (faith he Again) in whom I trufted 
which hath Eat of my Bread,hath lifc up hz heel againſt we. 

Then will you ſee (I ſpeak ill to ſuch as have negleRed the 
howr of their Viſitation) what ye have lodged in your Boſoms ; 
and what ye have Cocker'd with your hands, and Dandled 
on your knees, when the Sox of your Bowels ſhall put ye to 
Diſtreſs , and ſeek the Kingdom ; and ye would be ſaved from 
it, if je knew how ; In Bowels of Teder Compailion , and in 
Tears do I write for the Seeds ſake, that you mind in time your 
Rate (all you that are here) whillt there is yet alittle time, and 
the Light is with you ; that the Oppreſſor may beat off., -and 
the Extortioner may ceaſe out of the Land, Ere God come to 
plead the Quarrel of h:s Covenant ; and he make you to know 
what ye have been Doing , and Averge the Blood of his Ele&. 
which cryeth Night and Day unto him. 

For, though you hear it not; and ſhut your Ears at its Cry ; 


\ (I ſpeak ftill tro you in whom the Seed ſuffers) and as Foſephs 


Brethren- did of O/4d, -fit down to Eat, and- to- Drizk, when 
they had put Joſeph in the Ply And as Hamman and Ahaſuerus 
ſate down to Driak,, when the Poſts were-gone out being 
haſtned by the Kizgs Commandment , and the Decree was 
given.in Shuſan the Palace, to cut off all the Fews,and the.City 
Shuſan was Perplexed ; And as they did (whom John in the Re- 
Py. B lations 
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velations ſaw ; that ſo they ſhould, Rejoyce over the Dead bodies 
of the Witneſſes Which were ſlain in the ſtreets of the Great City, 
. Which Spirituallyis called Sodom, and Egype as aforeſaid ; even 
they of the-Pyople, and Kindreds and Tongues and Nations, who 
dwelt uponthe Earth , and ſuffered not their Dead bodies to 
be put into Graves , and made Merry, and ſent Gifts One'to 
Another ; becauſe thoſe two Prophets Tormented them which 
dwelt upon the Earth ; I ſay, though ye may ſhut your Ears, 
and refuſe to hear its Cry, and make Merry Over it, yet the 
Lord will not ; but will, ariſe , and Deliver zr, and then 
Foe Will be to that which hath cauſed zt to ſuffer. A ſad Day it 
will be for that when the Seed cryes to the Lord againſt you; I

bur chat muſt Know Sorrow that hath made zt to ſ#ffer , and 
what that is you will know in that Day when the Lord ariſeth to 
Deliver zt.
